Dear Mr. Dowd: 


The purpose of this letter is to advise you of our 
commitment to addressing Domestic Terrorism Crimes as they relate 
to Weapons of Mass Destruction (WMD) and the use of Nuclear, 
Biological, Chemical and Mechanical (Explosive) Devices. Several 
Agents in my office have received intensive training in the area 
of Hazardous Devices (Special Agent Bomb Technician), WMD and 
Domestic Terrorism. 


These Agents have assisted in major Domestic Terrorism 
investigations to include Unabomber, the Oklahoma City bombing, 
the 1996 Atlanta Olympic Park bombing, midwest bank robberies and 
several local incidents involving destruction devices. These 
serious and deadly incidents have forced all levels of law 
enforcement to prepare and train personnel in prevention, 
protection and prosecution of those involved with the illegal use 
of destructive devices to include those of a nuclear, chemical 
and biological nature. 


In addition, several events will occur in St. Louis in 
the next few years to include visits by national and 
. international figures. As an example, Pope John Paul II is | 
scheduled to travel to St. Louis in January 1999 and St. Louis 
will host the National Governors Conference in the Summer of 
1999. Visits from international figures such as the Pope often 
draw large masses of people from all over the world. 
Unfortunately, this is the most favorable atmosphere for 
terrorists who obtain publicity by their vicious criminal acts.

We, as federal investigators, are joining forces with 
all levels of law enforcement to prepare, train, prevent and 
prosecute those who commit these wiOreue acts to further their 
terrorist campaigns. 


As part of our training in this endeavor, we have been 
given certain prosecutorial tools by Congress to be used in the 
prosecution of WMD-type crimes. Specifically, Title 18, United 
States Code (USC), Section 921, Firearms, “Use of Destructive 
Device”; Section 2332(a), “Use of Weapon of Mass Destruction”; and 
Section 178, “Biological Weapons of Anti-Terrorism Act”. 


We will be conducting meetings and training in the 
upcoming months and we would welcome your participation in some 
of these activities. We also look forward to your support in the 
prosecution of these crimes and the prevention of violent, 
domestic terrorism acts as they affect the Eastern District of 
Missouri.

Details: For the information of the Bureau, on July 29, 1998 the 
USSS held a meeting in St. Louis, Missouri regarding captioned 
event. In attendance were representatives from the St. Louis 
Archdiocese, representatives from Contemporary Productions Inc. 
(the multi-media company putting on the event), the St. Louis 
Chief of Police, the Lambert International Airport Police 
Captain, and local and national USSS personnel. 


In the afternoon of 7/29/98, the St. Louis Division 
telephonically contacted the local USSS and made an inquiry of 
why the local FBI was not invited to this meeting. The local 
USSS advised that they wanted to invite the FBI to this meeting 
but was told by the national USSS that this meeting had nothing 
to do with “Crisis Management” and therefore there was not a need 
for the FBI to be in attendance. Furthermore, St. Louis was 
advised that the FBI will not be invited to any future meetings 
regarding the planning of this event by the USSS. The local USSS 
Special Agent in Charge (SAIC) has advised SAC St. Louis that he 
will advise SAC St. Louis of the results of some of the meetings

but that the FBI will not be invited to participate in these 
meetings. 


St. Louis has explained to local USSS that the FBI 
realizes that USSS has primary responsibilty concerning the 
security of the Pope, as well as for the President, if he travels 
to St. Louis for this event. St. Louis has indicated to the 
local USSS that their attendance at these meetings would be for 
informational purposes or sharing of intelligence information and 
that they would not offer advice and/or suggestions to the 
planning. St. Louis emphasized to the USSS that the FBI has the 
primary responsibility for the protection of hundreds of 
thousands of citizens if there is a terrorist incident at this 
event. 


As noted in instant communication, St. Louis has made 
an honest effort to work professionally side by side, with no 
added interference with the USSS concerning this event. USSS has 
declined the offer. FBIHQ can imagine the confusion this creates 
among state and local agencies with respect to the question “who 
is in charge of what?” St. Louis has labored to create and 
maintain strong liaison relationships with state and local 
officials under many program areas but none more emphatically 
than within the Counterterrorism context. Our lack of presence 
at these planning sessions creates enormous confusion with. 
respect to our role in special events such as the Popes visit or 
the National Governors Conference. Professional courtesy aside, 
St. Louis wonders what earthly reason could possibly justify 
excluding a major player like the FBI from these planning 
meetings. 


Therefore, St. Louis will contact all outside entities 
participating in this event and advise them of the FBI’s 
responsibilities concerning this event. St. Louis will maintain 
liaison with these entities and go forth with the Bureau's 
planning and participation concerning this event.
